Treasury 
officials 
rap meddling :

THE Treasury and the Industry and 
Trade Ministry cooperate well over- 
seas, but the Foreign Ministry's re- 
cent involvement in economic is- 
sues has thrown a wrench in the 
works, Treasury officials told the 
State Control Committee yesterday. 

Last week, Industry and Trade 
Minister Micha Harish had told the 
committee that Foreign Ministry of- 
ficials, by meddling in matters they 
do not understand, seriously damag- 
ing Israel’s economic interests over- 
seas. Yesterday, the committee 
asked the Treasury for its opinion, 
since the Treasury is the third body 
involved in Israe!’s overseas eco- 
nomic representations. 

“There are no differences of 
opinion between [the Treasury and 
the Industry and Trade Ministry] on 
how to run the network [of econom- 
ic representations averseas],”’ begen 
Dr. Ehud Kaufman, head of the 
Treasury’s international division. 
However, he said, the Foreign Min- 
istry has recently decided to get in- 
volved as well, and that has caused 
some difficulties. 

**We now have to bring all the 
embassies under one umbrella [to- 
gether with us], since [economics] 
has become their main activity," he 
said. 


Finance Minister Avraham Sho- 
hat also implied that there have becn 
problems integrating the Foreign 
Ministry into the network.

PER CAPITA consumption of pure 
alcoho! among Israelis has doubled 
to two liters a year, compared to 
1980. 

But it is still way behind that of 
Germans (12 liters) and British (sev- 
en liters). 

These statistics were released this 
week by the Health Ministry, which

Skin cancer 
a higher risk 


for newcomers

MELANOMA, the mast deadly 
kind of skin cancer, is likely to be 
diagnosed at a significantly later 
stage among Arabs and former im- 
migrants ~ especially those from the 


which has launched a Skin Cancer 
Awareness Week as summer begins. 

Despite increasing knowledge 
about melanoma, over two-thirds of 
cases are still diagnosed at a Jater 
Stage, when the tumor has penetrat- 
ed lower layers of the skin and 
reached other organs. A quarter to 
half of these patients are liable τὸ die 
of the disease within 10 years of 

i is, according ta the ICA. 
Some 400 cases of melanoma are 
discovered each year, comprising 
3.5 percent of ali new cases of 
cancer. 

Immigrants from the former Sovi- 
et Union, who are more likely to be 
light skinned and unused to the in- 
tense Israeli sun, are at greater risk, 

‘Their melanoma is diagnosed at an 
early stage only 13 percent of the 
time, when at that stage, before the 
tumor has dangerously spread, the 
cure rate is 88 percent among wom- 
en and 80 percent among men. 


Unlike recent years, in which 
awareness weeks have centered on 
schools and at IDF bases and in the 
media, the current campaign will 
also be brought directly to people 
who risk overexposure to the sun’s 
dangerous rays — at the beach. 

The organizers, who include Ku- 
pat Holim Clalit, the Health Minis- 
try and the societies of dermatolo- 
gists and plastic surgeons, are 
making a special effort at the work- 
place as well. For the first time, 
workers at Mekorot, the water sup- 
ply company, who work outdoors 
most of the day will hear lectures on 
melanoma prevention, be supplied 
with protective clothing and sun 
protection lotions, and undergo peri- 
odic eye and skin examinations. 

Melanoma often develops in hid- 
den areas, such as the scalp, on 
men’s hairy chests and between the 
toes. Because they are hard to see, 
they are usually diagnosed late, says 
the ICA. 

Teenagers are more aware of the 
risks, but many stil] lie on the beach 
during peak danger hours, 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m, Free skin checks will be 
carried out by volunteer doctors. For

British, 
Irish work 
on IRA 
deadlock 


DUBLIN (Reuter) — British and 
Irish officials are working to 
break a deadlock over the de- 
commissioning of IRA arms 
which threatens to bring a 10- 
month Northern Ireland peace 
process to standstill. 

Government sources said yes- 
terday a committee comprising 
top British and Irish civil servants 
had been trying to draft proposals 
which the IRA's political arm, 
Sinn Fein, might find acceptable. 

They said the civil servants 
were working on the proposals 
long before Sinu Fein’s president 
Gerry Adams warned at the 
weekend of a return to violence 
in Northern Ireland and broke off 
exploratory talks with Britain. 

Adams and his de facto deputy 
Martin McGuinness said they 
would stop taking part in the 
talks and called on Britain to con- 
vene fully fleged all-party talks as 
ἃ matter of urgency. 

The Sinn Fein president said 
there could be a return to vio- 
lence if a breakthrough was not 
reached before the September 1 
anniversary of the Irish Republi- 
can Army (IRA) ceasefire which 
ushered in an unprecedcented 
peace in Northern Ireland. 

McGuinness told the BBC: 
“The British government them- 
selves know there isn't even the 
remotest possibility of the de- 
commissioning issue being te- 
solved at this stage of the pro- 


But British officials said they 
stuck to their position that Sinn 
Fein had itself to make substan- 
tial progress towards taking out 
of service arms used in a 25-year 
against Britain before the party 
could be invited to new peace 
talks. 

Sinn Fein says the decommis- 
sioning issue should be broached 
in round-table negotiations on a 
lasting settlement for Northem 
Ireland and not as a condition for 
its entry to those talks. 

Even if Britain and Ireland, 
joint parmers in the quest for 
peace, could break the IRA arms 
stalemate, the road to all-party 
talks is strewn with other beavy 
obstacles, the officials said. 

Northern Ireland's Unionists, 
which want the province to stay 
British, say they will not sit down 
with Sinn Fein unless all IRA 
guns are handed over and even 
then might boycott the talks. 


Basque car bomb 
kills policeman 


MADRID (AP) - A car bomb 
exploded on one of Madrid's 
main shopping streets early yes- 
terday, killing one policeman and 
wounding six others. 

The blast came shortly after 
the armed Basque separatist 
group ETA wamed radio stations 
and firefighters of the attack. 

The explosion shattered the 
storefronts of a large bookstore 
and the landmark Galerias Pre- 
ciados department store about 
7:15 a.m., 20 minutes after the 
warning calls were ‘made. 

Municipal police officer Jesus 
Rebollo, 38, was killed when the 
bomb exploded as authorities 
were cordoning off the area and 
evacuating nearby streets and 
stores, police said. 

Six other officers received mi- 
nor wounds. Authorities said the 
bomb was composed of 25 kg of 
explosives and a barrel of 
gasoline. 

Rebollo was the fifth person to 
die this year in attacks by ETA, a 
Basque-ianguage acronym for 
Basque Homeland and Liberty. 
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Chief Rabbinical Council’s decision 
yesterday to erase 350 names from the list 
of “marriage ineligibles’’ is, of course, 

welcome. If nothing else, it should dispel re- 


arbitrary and baseless. 

The existence of such a list is understandable. 
Within the framework of halachic law there are 
people who are ineligible for marriage for vari- 
ous religiously determined reasons. But it 
should be just as understandable that no free 
society can tolerate a Situation in which people 
who do not believe in religious strictures would 
be prevented from marrying. 

Credit for attempting to ease these strictures 
belongs to the new Minister for Religious Af- 
fairs Shimon Shetreet, who has tackled the 
problem with unusual political courage. 

He has not been quite bold enough — at least 
not yet — to propose the introduction of civil 
marriages in Israel. But he wants to enable those 
who cannot marry under existing laws to go 
abroad at the state's expense and marry there. 
Foreign marriages are, of course, recognized in 
Israel. 

Unfortunately. this is not a felicitous idea. 
The Israeli taxpayer should not subsidize any- 
one’s foreign travel for the purpose of marriage, 
no matter how unfair tbe current law is. The best 
that can be said about Shetreet’s is that 
it serves to dramatize the absurdity of the exist- 
ing situation. 


F there is one conclusion to be drawn from 
the weekend summit of the Group of Seven, 
it is that the power of democratic leaders 
may be diminishing even more rapidly than 
anyone imagined. Whether this is good or bad 
must be left for philosophers and historians, but 
the world’s voters have never been more skepti-

The 
complex global web of voters, lobbyists, parlia- 
meats, markets, media, and pressure groups has 
tumed that into a very big ‘‘if.”’ 

OF course, it is easy to mock this still very 
white middle-aged male club, which supposed- 
ly controls 90 percent of the world’s military 
and economic power but can only issue effete 
and passive pleas for ‘an end to’ wars, terror- 
ism, poverty, unemployment, and unfair trade.

The decision most touted as a conference fig 
leaf by the leaders was the agreement to prevent 
another crisis like the Mexican currency col- 
lapse last December, that rattled the world fi- 
nancial system. Since financial crises are as 
notorious for their unpredictability as flu virus- 
es, this seemed no more than a decision to 
manufacture a vaccine which won’t work on the 
next outbreak. 

At the end of the day, the Serbs were cen- 
sured, the Russians chided, the Japanese and 
Americans cautioned, unemployment con- 
demned ~ and the world rolled on its owa 
unpredictable orbit as if nothing had happened. 
Every leader went home to some major or minor 
domestic crisis of his own, and the only thing 
that can be guaranteed before the G-7 circus 
tolls to Lyon next year is that not one of them 
will give this year’s final group statement an- 
other glance in the interim. 


PAT ROBERTSON’S VIEWS 


Sir, — In their article of May 25, 
“Two faces," Norman Lear and 
David Ramage of People for the 
American Way launched a failed 
aftempt to demear and discredit reli- 
gious broadcaster Pat Robertson 
through distortions and the use of 
Statements out of context.

That was never the message, 
fever my heart."’ 

In his 1990 book, 7he New: Afil- 
lennium, Mr. Robertson decries a 
tising lide of anti-Jewish feeling the 
world aver and writes that “*we must 
ensure that the trend throughout the 
1990s remains in favor of a Jewish 
homeland in Israel and not for the 
elimination of the Jews.” 

Over the years, Mr. Robertson has 
lobbied for Israel, and donated hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to Jew- 


ish interests and organizations -- in- 
cluding Operation Exodus, a 
Tesettlement effort of Russian Jews. 

Lear and Ramage are equally 
wrong about Mr, Robertson's view 
on the separation of church and 
state. Consider the facts: 

In 1991, on CNN's Larry King 
Live, Mr. Robertson said: “1 think it 
[the separation of church and state] 
is far better. You look at 
where they have established 
churches and they are really dying 
out We hsve a much healthier 
church here in America, free from 
government money... But I don't 
think the Constitution requires gov-

Finally, Mr. Robertson sespects 
all religions. While he strongly em- 
braces the tenets of Christianity, he 
does not force his beliefs on anyone. 

Clearly, People for the American 
Way has targeted Mr. Robertson be- 
cause of his political views. Unfor- 
tunately, they are using religion as a 
‘weapon in this campaign.

Sunday, claiming the US Open 
with a closing-round 68 as Greg 
Norman once again came up 
short in the big one. 

Playing the last 10 holes 3 on 
der par and the last 15 without a 
bogey, Pavin finished 72 holes at 
280, the only player to match par 
over 2 punishing Shinnecock 
Hills Golf Club. 

He was two strokes ahead of 
Norman, who shot a final-round 
73, and three better than Tom 
Lehman. 

Pavin, next to the last in the US 
Open field in driving distance, 
won it with steady, accurate play 
over the rolling fairways of Shin- 
necock, avoiding the penalizing 
Trough that claimed so many other 
players. He also stroked in a se- 
Ties of huge putts, perhaps none 
bigger than a 2-meter par save on 
No. 17. 

He closed it out with ἃ bold, 
brilliant 4-wood to the closely 
guarded 18th green. Pavin broke 
into a jog as the ball bounded 
onto the green and rolled toward

It was Pavin’s first victory in a 
major championship after finish- 
ing second once in the US PGA 
Championship, third in the US 
Masters and fourth in the British 
Open. His previous best in the 
US Open was eighth in 1991.

PGA Tour, the 35-year-old Pavin 
had the most wins of anyone cur-

Diaspora contributed 
only 10% of money — 
needed for absorption

THE Jewish world has contributed 
only about 10 percent of the money 
needed to absorb the new immigra- 
tion wave, and the burden has been 
placed on the Israeli citizen, Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin told the Zi- 
onist General Council last night. 

“Israel has spent $3 billion-$4 
billion on immigrant absorption,” 
Rabin said. “The contribution of - 
world Jewry has amointed to about 
10% of that. It is the average Israeli 
citizen that is carrying the burden.” 

Rabin added that the two great 
waves of aliya — that from the Arab 
states in the early 1950s and that of 
the past five years —had changed the 
face of Israeli society. He noted with 
satisfaction that most of today's im- 
migraats are being sbsorbed in de- 
velopment towns by those who 
came here in the “50s, 

Avraham Burg, newly elected 
permanent chairman of the World 
Zionist Organization, called on the 
government to adopt an emergency 
plan to maintain the Jewish people’s 
spiritual and religious character in 
Israel and the Diaspora. 

Earlier, Burg said he plans to re- 
sign his Knesset seat, after he is 
elected chairman of the Jewish 
Agency, when the agency's assem- 
bly ‘convenes on Sunday. Burg has 
been tem chairman of the 
WZO and the agency since 
February.
